Route 93 changed every- 
thing. 

The years following World 
War II saw Wilmington in a 
period of rapid growth. Farm- 
land ‘became subdivisions as 
men came home from the 
war and started families. 

But. the greatest change to 
the geography of Wilmington 
was'the building of Route 93. 
And. nowhere was there 
greater change than on Bal- 
lardvale Street. 

Ballardvale Street today is 
a four-lane road serving as a 
busy- thoroughfare. 50 years 
ago, it was a sleepy farm 
lane: that ran from Salem 
Street to the Andover town 
line. +., 

The road began right next 
to the.old North School, a lit- 
tle red schoolhouse next to 
Caleb Harriman’s large hay- 
field. Boy Scouts would meet 
at the old schoolhouse and 
hike to Camp Forty Acres, 
which, had an access trail 
onto, Ballardvale Street in 
Andover. It was possible to 
walk. the entire length of 
Ballardvale Street and en- 
counter only one or two cars. 

The construction of Route 
93 cut,Ballardvale Street up 
into. several parts, including 
one. stretch that for many 
years could be seen running 
through the woods in the 
middlé of one of the ramps. 

One of the largest farms 
on Ballardvale Street was 
Friends’ Farm. It was locat- 
ed on both sides of the road, 
near where the Charles Ri- 
ver Breeding Labs are today. 


CHELMSFORD — Middle- 
sex Sheriff Peter J. Koutou- 
jian thanked the cadets, 
families and community 
partners involved in the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Office 
19th, Youth Public Safety 
Academy (YPSA) this sum- 
mer.

The farm was owned by the 
Friend brothers, Victor, Les- 
lie and Robert, who also 
owned 48 bakery stores, 
three bakery plants in Mel- 
rose, Lynn and Boston and a 
beanery in the Maplewood 
section of Malden. The 
brand name of Friends’ 
Beans still exists today, 
although it has been sold 
many times over. 

The Friend brothers bought 
the farm in 1920 to serve as a 
piggery. They collected stale 
baked goods from their bak- 
eries and took them to the 
farm where they were fed to 
pigs. The pigs then became 
the pork in the baked beans. 

The Friends bought the 
place from Joseph Stack, 
who had farmed it for many 
years. Two of Stacks daugh- 
ters lived out their years in 
Wilmington. Ethel Williams 
and Florence O’Donnell lived 
in a little house on Andover 


cluding Acton, Arlington, 
Ashland, Ayer, Bedford, Bel- 


mont, Billerica, Boxbor-

The Friend brothers hired 
a man named Bill Rodden to 
run the farm. He had worked 
at Lowell General Hospital 
before coming to the farm. 

Two of the Friend brothers 
would come. to the farm 
about every other day. Rod- 
den was clearing land, and 
the Friends would dynamite 
the stumps and boulders. 
They cleared about 100 acres, 
opening a large field between 
Ballardvale Street and the 
railroad tracks. 

Victor Friend built a sum- 
mer éottage on the right side 
of the street, up on the hill. 
He bult a tower next to the 
cottage, and from the tower, 
you could see the Congre- 
gational Church. With binoc- 
ulars, you could see the 
clock. 

Rodden had four daugh- 
ters. The oldest was Dorothy, 


(DFS), the North Eastern 
Massachusetts Law Enforce- 
ment Council (NEMLEC), 
and the National Park Ser- 
vice (NPS). 

This year, a $23,500 grant 
from the Executive Office of 
Public Safety and Security

“We are incredibly grateful 
for the support of EOPSS 
and all of the 72 public and 
private organizations who 
assisted with this year's 
Academy,” said Sheriff Kou- 
toujian.

They had 21 children, raised 
in a rather spartan environ- 
ment in a small house on 
Ballardvale Street. 

Every day, the stale baked 
goods would arrive by horse 
and wagon. One young man 
hired to drive that wagon 
was Maurice O’Neil, whose 
uncle, John MacKenzie, was 
the superintendent of plants 
for the Friends’ bean opera- 
tions. 

Maurice, known as “Dice,” 
married the youngest of Bill 
Rodden’s daughters, Jose- 
phine. They lived on High 
Street, and she was named 
as one of Wilmington’s 
“Good Guys” about 40 years 
ago. Dice sold cars for Gil- 
dart Chevrolet, and later 
became a clerk at the Water 
Department. Dice and Jo 
had no children, but he liked 
to say he always had plenty 
of nephews to mow the lawn.

When the Depression hit, 
the Friend brothers had 
some of the help build a 
brick silo in the field. Brick 
is not a good material for a 
silo, since air is needed for 
bacterial. action in the sil- 
age.

They 
put the Friends Beans logo 
on the silo, and thousands of 
people would see it every 
day as they rode by on the 
train. 

The remains of the silo 
were demolished about 20 
years ago when the farm 
was developed into an indus- 
trial park. 

Bill Rodden was at one 
time a candidate for select- 
man in Wilmington. He died 
in 1934, after which his 
widow moved to Reading 
with Josephine. 

The farm was sold to Bob 
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Evans in the late 1930’s. 
Evans had a chicken farm 
down the street. Between 
the two farms, he had a cou- 
ple of hundred acres. Evans 
had a man working for him 
named Albie Hall. At one 
point there was a fire in the 
Evans’ farmhouse, and Al- 
bie went to live in a trailer 
up at Friends’ Farm. While 
he was there, he painted a 
view of the farm. . 

Evans rented out the farm- 
house at Friends’ farm. The 
Shelleys lived there in the 
1950s — not the recently 
retired Officer Bob Shelley, 
but his cousins, Mike, Bob, 
Joanne and Margaret. 

In the mid-1960s, an arson- 
ist was busy in Wilmington. 
The town lost many of its old 
homes and barns, and 
Friends’ Farm was among 
the places that were torched.

This Family Research Day 
Mini-Conference, from 9 a.m. 
to I 'p.m., is co-sponsored by 
the. Essex Society of Geneal- 
ogists and the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
(the largest genealogy organi- 
zation in the world), which is 
hosting the event at its meet- 
inghouse at 400 Essex St. in 
Lynnfield. 

Stories about discoveries 
through DNA tests may be 
heard all around the region. 
Suzanne Smith of Tewksbury 
said that after she and her 
husband had tests done, they 
gave them as presents to their 
children and their spouses. 

When one daughter-in-law 
who identified herself as half 
Mexican and half European 
got’ her results back, “she 
tealized she was a ‘child of the 
world’ Her ancestors hail 
from Great Britain, North- 
sastern Mexico & South Texas, 
Western & Central Mexico, 
Hurope South, Scandinavia, 
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Iberian Peninsula, Ireland/ 
Scotland/Wales, Finland/ 
Northwest Russia, Africa 
North, Europe East, Euro- 
pean Jewish and the Middle 
East!” 

Another daughter-in-law ex- 
pected the reported 34 percent 
Asian ethnicity, but was sur- 
prised to learn her second 
highest source of DNA was 
Polynesia. 

“She said the DNA test was 
her best birthday gift ever! 
For our family, DNA adds an- 
other insight into who we are. 
It's one more source that we 
can use as genealogists to tell 
our story.” 

Winchester’s Lori Lyn Price, 
who will present a class at the 
mini-conference, commented 
that “on paper, my ancestry is 
99 percent British, with a 
smattering of ancestors from 
other Western European coun- 
tries. I was surprised when 
my DNA ancestry came back 
as largely Scandinavian, until 
I remembered that the Vi- 
kings invaded England and 
then stayed and married Eng- 
lish women. That was a fun 
experience.” 

DNA identifies ethnicity as 
each individual inherits it. 
Greta Malstrom of Tewksbury 
noted, “Both my sisters and 
two cousins and I decided to 
have our DNA tested and so 
we sent them in separately. 
When they came back, they 
immediately found and noted 
us as sisters and first cousins. 
It was interesting that there 
was a large range in our per- 
centages of Irish which we 
thought would all be close to 
the same.” 

DNA can also help find rela- 
tives. In Wilmington, Joe 
Jackson said, “I took the DNA 
test mostly out of curiosity. I

To all the students or par- 
ents who are reading this 
right now, I’d like to pro- 
pose a question.

Additional West Nile Virus confirmed in 
mosquitoes from Tewksbury and Wilmington 


TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 


(MDPH) announced that 
West Nile virus (WNV) has 
been detected in mosquito 
samples. collected from 
Tewksbury on Aug. 28, 2018. 
The virus was also detected 
in Mosquitoe samples col- 
lected from Wilmington. 

Last Thursday, the Central 
MA Mosquito Project con- 
ducted targeted mosquito 
spraying in both communi- 
ties. Spraying began after 
sunset and ended by mid- 
night. 

WNV is most commonly 
transmitted to humans by 
the bite of an infected mos- 
quito. The mosquitoes that 
carry this virus are common 
throughout the state, and are 
found in urban as well as 
more rural areas. While 
WNV can infect people of all 
ages, people over the age of 
50 are at higher risk for se- 
vere infection. 

By taking a few, common- 
sense precautions, people 
can help to protect them- 
selves and their loved ones: 


Avoid Mosquito Bites 

¢ Be Aware of Peak Mos- 
quito Hours. The hours from 
dusk to dawn are peak biting 
times for many mosquitoes. 
Consider rescheduling out- 
door activities that occur 
during evening or early 
morning. If you are outdoors 
at any time and notice mos- 


quitoes around you,

steps to avoid being bitten by 
moving indoors, covering up 
and/or wearing repellant. 

¢ Clothing Can Help reduce 
mosquito bites. Although it 
may be difficult to do when 
it’s hot, wearing long- 
sleeves, long pants and socks 
when outdoors will help keep 
mosquitoes away from your 
skin. 

e Apply Insect Repellent 
when you go outdoors. Use a 
repellent with DEET (N, N- 
diethyl-m-toluamide), per- 
methrin, picaridin (KBR 
3023), IR3535 or oil of lemon 
eucalyptus [p-methane 3, 8- 
diol (PMD)] according to 
the instructions on the prod- 
uct label. DEET products 
should not be used on infants 
under two months of age and 
should be used in concentra- 
tions of 30 percent or less on 
older children. Oil of lemon 
eucalyptus should not be 
used on children under three 
years of age. Permethrin 
products are intended for use 
on items such as clothing, 
shoes, bed nets and camping 
gear and should not be 
applied to skin. 


Mosquito-Proof Your Home 

¢ Drain Standing Water. 
Many mosquitoes lay their 
eggs in standing water. Limit 
the number of places around 
your home for mosquitoes to 
breed by either draining or 
getting rid of items that hold 
water. Check rain gutters 
and drains. Empty any un- 


used flowerpots and wading

Some mosquitoes like to 
come indoors. Keep them 
outside by having tightly-fit- 
ting screens on all of your 
windows and doors. 

While the Health Depart- 
ment continues to work 
closely with the MDPH and 
other agencies, locally we 
have continued to educate 
the public at town events 
such as the 2018 National 
Night out and the Bike Ro- 
deo/Health Fair. The Health 
Department encourages resi- 
dents to self-police their 
properties for breeding 
areas. Swimming pool own- 
ers should ensure unused 
stagnant swimming pools 
have proper chemical levels 
to prevent breeding. 

Property owners can also 
take advantage of the Central 
MA Mosquito program of 
picking up discarded car/ 
truck tires.

You may open win- 
dows 15-20 minutes after the 
application, or longer at your 
discretion) 

¢ Do not let children play: 
near or behind truck-mount- 
ed applicators when they are 
in use. Pets should be 
brought inside if possible or 
their cages covered to allow: 
a more thorough application 
to be performed — any acci- 
dental exposure to pets 
should not cause a problem; 
we are using a pesticide sim- 
ilar to ones used for flea and 
tick control. 

¢ Spraying will begin after 
sunset and end by midnight. 
Remain indoors during the 
application to the immediate 
area. (Please remain inside 
for 15-20 minutes to allow the 
pesticide to drift through the 
area, or longer at your dis:

Tourists who stick to the main hotel areas 
and exercise the same level of awareness 
as in any major city or resort area will 
have no issue taking a walk to a nearby 
market or shopping area. There are also 
frequent buses which, for a few pesos, will 
take you up and down the main thorough- 
fare to view other hotels, shops and restau- 
rants. 

Coastal waters are warm and clear, 
reflecting off of a white sand bottom. The 
blues and greens are jewel-like and the 
waves are perfect for bodysurfing. The 
amazing colors are tied to the varying 
depths of the bottom and the clarity of 
water, in addition to the abundant phyto- 


plankton which adds a green hue. 

Vendors along the beach offer jet skiing 
and parasailing opportunities on a whim or 
they can be arranged in advance through 
the hotels. Most of the resorts have one or 
more swimming pools in addition to their 
beach access, and chaises are offered on 
the sand with umbrellas or canopies to 
help shield the sun.

different resorts, and can be seen in the 
waters offshore as well. Deep sea fishing 
excursions are available for those seeking 
barracuda, tuna, grouper and red snapper. 

Catamaran trips to nearby Isla Mujeres 
are popular and provide the chance to 
snorkel in the Caribbean Sea. The water 
is clear to the bottom and corals and fish 
are easily viewed, though not abundant. 

An art installation comprised of hundreds 
of sculptures is submerged near the Man- 
chones Reef in an effort to divert divers 
away from the actual reef, an area that has 
suffered much damage due to the signifi- 
cant number of visitors and sunscreen 
leaching off the skin of snorkelers. Sun- 
screen is one of the newest eco hazards in 
the oceans, washing off of bodies and caus- 
ing the bleaching of corals, as an aside. 

On the island, iguanas bask in the sun 
right on the rocks, affording an up-close 
encounter for nature lovers. Shops and 
restaurants line the streets of the island 
and golf carts are a common way to get 
around on the tiny, four-mile-long island. 
Other excursions to consider are exploring 
Mayan ruins in Tulum and Chichen Itza, 
arranged through tour operators that 
work with hotels. 

Should your travels take you to Cancun 
sometime, consider getting out a bit away 
from the hotels and seek some of the nat- 
ural elements specific to the Yucatan and 
the Caribbean Sea.

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Fall isn’t just for football, it’s for gardening, too oe 3

As> the warm summer 
comes to an end, and the cool 
crisp air takes its place, you 
ean see signs in your garden 
that the growing season is 
coming to an end. The sum- 
mer annuals start to fade 
away and the harvest of your 
vegetable crops are almost 
done. There is nothing left to 
do in the garden except clean 
up until next spring. 
| Well, surprisingly, planting 
isn’t just a spring time ac- 
tivity. In fact, there are many 
benefits to fall planting. The 
cool fall temperatures are 
easier on both the plants and 
the gardener. Fall typically 
has better weather for plant- 
ing, and even though the air 
is ‘cooler, the soil is still 
warm, allowing roots to grow 
until the ground is frozen. 

There is no need to fertilize 
in the fall, as fertilizer pro- 
motes new growth, and in the 
fall you want your plants to 
get ready to go dormant for 
the winter. No need to do the 
dreaded chore of weeding, as 
weed season is mostly dor- 
mant by the time fall plant- 
ing, begins. Pests and disease 
are also not a problem in the 
fall. 

Fall can also be bargain 
time at local garden centers. 
Plant nurseries will often dis- 
count many plants, shrubs, 
and trees to reduce inventory 


before the winter. 

The fall planting season is 
from September to late Oc- 
tober, before a hard frost. 
That gives gardeners a win- 
dow of about six weeks to 
plant, and there are many 
plants to choose from that do 
better with.a fall planting. 

Your favorite spring bulb 
plants need a period to go 
dormant in order to bloom. 
Winter is the perfect rest 
time they need to have a 
beautiful spring showcase. 
Tulips and Iris are always 
springtime favorites, but if 
deer and other animals like 
to eat bulbs in your garden, 
try planting Daffodil, Grape 
Hyacinth, Allium, or Snow- 
drop bulbs, as many critters 
don’t like to eat these bulbs. 

Because the soil is still 
warm enough for root devel- 
opment, fall is the perfect 
time to plant trees and 
shrubs. Make sure to keep 
newly planted trees and shrub 
properly watered until the 
ground freezes, as they need 
to get a good start before they 
go dormant for the winter. 

When planting rose bushes 
in the fall, you can enjoy the 
blooms while they last, but 
be sure to cut back new 
growth at the first frost, and 
cover the base of the plant 
with fallen leaves or mulch 
to protect it from the cold 
through the winter. 

Perennials can also be 
planted or transplanted in 


\ ee we 
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the fall. It is also an ideal 
time to divide and plant Hos- 
tas. All fall planted perenni- 
als should be sufficiently 
watered until the ground 


freezes. Even though the 


plants will look like they are 
fading out for the winter, you 
need to keep the root systems 
healthy and strong. 

Fall is a great time to do 
most lawn chores, including 


reseeding turf grass. Cool 
season grass such as Blue- 
grass, Fescue, and Ryegrass 
should be watered regularly 
until established, and fertil- 
ized in early September, and 
again in late October. 

What about your favorite 
fall Chrysanthemums?

service and a financial cost. 

According to its contract 
with Russell, the town pays 
for the cost of the trash and 
recycle bins distributed to 
residents. If the contract con- 
tinues to its original end date, 
this cost will continue to be 
paid through installments 
each year. However, if termi- 
nated, the balance of the cost 
will have to be paid in full, to 
the amount of $580,000. 


Other costs that would arise 
from a contract termination 
are collection center costs, of 
which the town currently 
picks up a max of $50 per ton. 
Without the contract, that cost 
could soar to over $100 per ton. 
Additionally, the town would 
be responsible for covering the 
cost of current prevailing 
wages, while the contract with 
Russell is based upon prevail- 
ing wages at the time of sign- 
ing several years ago. 

Due to current multination- 


al conflict with China re- 
garding export of recyclable 
material, there is no easy 
answer on the horizon for 
many municipalities regard- 
ing these rising costs and 
diminished security. The 
town, according to Hull, has 
no immediate plans to exit 
its current contract. 

“We will continue to have 
conversations with Russell 
about ways to try to provide 
some measure of security 
for the town,” he said.

BOSTON — A Wilmington 
man was sentenced Friday, 
Sept. 7, in federal court in 
Boston for dealing fentanyl. 

Bryan Moran, 35, was sen- 
tenced by U.S. District Court 
Judge Indira Talwani to 10 
years in prison and eight 
years of supervised release. 
In May 2018, Moran pleaded 
guilty to possession with 
intent to distribute 40 grams 
or more of fentany]. 

In June 2016, Moran was 
arrested and charged after 
investigators seized approxi- 
mately 80 grams of fentanyl 
from a storage unit in North 
Reading. Due to a 2003 con- 
viction in federal court for 
heroin conspiracy, Moran 


faced a 10-year mandatory 
minimum sentence. 

United States Attorney An- 
drew E. Lelling; Brian D. 
Boyle, Special Agent in 
Charge of the Drug En- 
forcement Administration, 
New England Division; Wil.

BILLERICA- With new
